TftlM'e  will  be  three  Eclipses  this  yonr,  two  or  the  Sun,  and  one  (T  the 
Moon,  as  follows : 

I.  The  first  will  be  of  the  Sun,  on  Wednesday,  May  27th,  at  8h. 
45in.  morning;  yei,  by  reason  of  the  moon's  south  Intitudo  it  will  not  he 
visible  in  North  America;  but  in  South  America,  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
and  Africa,  it  will  be  visible,  central,  and  annular. 

II.  The  second  will  be  of  the  Moon,  on  Wednesday,  June  lOih,  at 
6h.  43m.  afternoon;  and  as  the  Moon  will  then  be  below  the  horizon, 

it  will  of  course  be  invisible;   but  it  will  be  so  very  small,  that  it  would    j 
hardly  be  perceptible  were  it  to  happen  when  the  Moon  is  above  the 
horizon. 

III.  The  third  will  he  of  the  Sun,  on  Friday,  IVovembef  20th,  at  5h. 
53m.  morning,  invisible;  and  it  would  also  be  invisible,  on  account  of 
the  moon's  south  latitude,  were  it  to  happen  after  sunrise. 

Besides  the  Eclipses,  there  will  bo  another  interesting  phenomenon 
on  the  7ih  of  November,  this  year,  viz: — iht  Trantit  of  the  Planet 
Mercury f  or  the  passage  of  the  Planet  across  the  Sun's  Aiik.  This 
event  will  t<ikeplacf)  on  the  afternoon  ofthe7ih,  and  be  mostly  visible. 
Its  phases  will  be  as  follow  : 

Beginning,  or  first  contact  of  limbs, 
Least  distance  of  centres  and  middle  ) 
of  the  transit,  5 

Sun's  centre  sets. 
End,  or  last  contact  of  limbs, 

At  the  middle,  Mercury  will  be  within  5'  35"  of  the  sun's  centre; 
and  will  appear  like  a  small,  black,  round  spot,  of  about  the  size  of  a 
rifle  bullet,  on  ibe  face  of  the  sun.  The  ingress  will  be  visible  from  the 
western  extremity  of  Africa,  and  the  whole  continent  of  America :  the 
egress  from  the  western  half  of  North  America,  the  western  coast  of 
S^utli  America,  New  Holland,  and  the  north  eastern  part  of  Asia. 

This  year  will  also  be  remarkable  for  the  return  of  the  great  Comet 
of  1769,  commonly  designated  as  <*  Ilalley's  Comet,"  from  its  having 
been  successfully  predicted  by  that  celebrated  astronomer,  if  the  calcu- 
lations of  our  most  eminent  mathematicians  may  be  relied  on,  it  will 
eeme  into  the  vicinity  of  the  earth's  orbit  early  la  July,  and  cross  the 
plane  of  the  ecliptic  about  the  beginning  of  Augast,  io  or  near  the  mid- 
dle of  the  sign  Geminii ;  moving  among  the  fixed  stars  from  the  west  to 
the  east,  and  north,  through  the  constellations  Taurus,  Auriga,  and  the 
Lynx,  into  Ursa  Major,  or  the  Great  Bear:  it  will  not,  however,  pro- 
bably be  visible  until  it  arrives  in  the  constellation  Aurjga,  about  the 
fi.rst  of  September,  when  it  will  rise  in  the  N.  E.  at  about  eleven  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  and  pass  the  meridian,  near' the  zenith,  at  a  little  past 
seven  the  next  morning.  On  the  last  of  September,  it  will  be  about  20 
deg.  due  north  of  the  stars  Castor  and  Pollux,  and  will  rise  in  the. 
N.  N.  E.  at  about  ten  in  the  evening,  and  pass  the  meridian,  a  little 
north  of  tlie  zenith,  about  eight  the  next  morning;  iti  amMtrent  motion 
through  the  comtellations  about  this  time  being  incrtdimfiwift.  At 
It  th»  bfginiiiDg  of  October,  whtn  it  arrire*  at  Uria  Biajor,  it  will 
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have  nttuincd  so  gront  noilhern  declination,  that  it  will  rsTolvc  wlthdift 
■ctling  for  several  days,  l)ut  will  probably  be  lost  fur  a  few  houri  neaf 
the  horizon,  in  tbe  humidity  of  tlio  eartb'ri  atmoipliere.  Fruui  Vr«a 
Major  it  will  pasi  rapidly  into  the  consteiiution  Bootes,  tbenoe  tbrougli 
the  head  ofilie  Serpent  into  the  Scrpent-Bearer ;  but  it  will  now  (near 
the  last  of  October,)  have  arrived  no  near  the  sun  as  probably  to  be  lost 
in  his  ray?,  except  it  ma}^  possibly  be  visible  for  a  little  time  early  in 
the  mornin|r,  near  the  horizon  in  the  east,  or  a  little  south  of  east.  It 
will  reach  its  perihelion  about  (he  4ih  of  November,  and  be  invisible 
during  the  remainder  of  llie  year:  but  on  its  return  from  its  perihelion 
ill  1836,  it  will  probably  be  victibie  early  iu  the  morning  in  the  south- 
east, for  a  Few  weeks,  about  the  last  of  Janiury  and  the  first  of  Febru- 
aiy;  but  it  will  soon  after  reauh  such  a  distance  from  the  earth  ihat  the 
attenuated  light  of  the  fun,  which  it  re6ec(s,  will  cease  to  make  an  ini- 
pressson  on  the  organ  of  siglit,  and  it  will  be  no  more  visible  until  the 
year  1912,  as  its  period  is  computed  to  be  not  less  than  76  years;  so 
that  probably  not  one  that  has  now  arrived  at  the  age  of  manhood,  will 
live  to  witness  the  return  of  this  illustrious  visiter.  Since  its  last  ap- 
pearance, successive  generations  have  arisen,  and  passed  away,  and 
uiore  than  two  hundred  millions  of  the  human  family  have  joined  the 
innumerable  company  of  the  mighty  dkad. 

There  will  likewise  this  year  be  several  remarkable  conjunctions  of 
some  of  the  larger  fixed  stais,  and  the  planets,  with  the  moon;  several 
of  which  will  be  occnltations.  The  most  interesting  will  be  of  Jupiter, 
oti  the  6th  of  F^ebruary,  at  about  ten  o'ckick  in  the  evening,  and  on  the 
3d  of  April,  about  two  in  the  moining;  and  of  Saturn  on  the  12(h  •{ 
April,  at  about  nine  in  the  evening.
